F. S. Barnard has gone te Okanagan to 
start two hundred head cf horses for the 
Northwest. The horses are expected to reach 
Fort MtLeod abr-nt the fire1' of June. The 
demand for horseflesh in Manitoba and the 
Non Invest is greatly in excess of the supply, 
and if the means of crossing the mountains 
were improved, British Columbia might do 
an extensive trade in this line.

LoRDSBDHG, March 29th.—A messenger ar­ 
rived here last night frcm Thompson’s can* 
yon, eighteen miies northeast of this place, 
and gives intelligence of (he murder by the 
Apaches cf Judge H. C. McOomas, of Silver 
City. Judge McComas telegraphed yester­ 
day morning from Silver City that fcimeelf, 
wife and child would at rive at this point laBt 
night. Mrs. McComas and her eon were 
captured by tho Indians. 
Santa F e, March 29'h.—No further dep­ 
redations are reported. Tbeie bas been skir­ 
mishing cn the southwestern line of New 
Mexico and Arizona, Captain Black of the 
volunteer militia has gone to Horseshoe 
Canyon, Arizma, to picket the territorial 
line, with a view of capturing Btraggling 
bands of hoetiles en route to old Mexico. The 
military believe that comparatively few In­ 
dians are engaged in the bloody work, and 
that these c-n he easily handled. Forsyth’s 
command will probably overtake them be­ 
fore they reach Mexico. 
Lordsburg, March 29th.—A party have 
just returned from the scene of the massacre 
last night in Thompson’s canyon. They found 
Mrs. Judge McComa?, shot through tbe 
head, lying ty tho eide of the buckboard ar,d 
stripped naked. Tbo Judge was found about 
200 yard» south of his wife, shut through in 
four places, and also stripped naked. The 
bodies were sent to Silver City. 
Judge McComas was 52 years of age and 
his wife 33. The Judge was known in St. 
Louis, Monticeilo, 111.; rialem, 111., and Fort 
Hco't, Kansas. Ho was a roan ol most ster­ 
ling worth, known anrl respected ali over the 
country, and was a brilliant lawyer, of great 
and profound learning. 
Tccsos, March 29th.—A Benson sp;cial, 
just received, says that unueual fires were 
seer, from that phce last night at tbe foot cf 
the Dragoon mountairs. They were success­ 
ive flashes. It is understood that a large 
number of Sonora Apaches are approaching 
the line near Nogaler, that the people-there 
have called furUuited States troop*, and that 
one cmapsny has bean rent to that point. 
There is a rumor that a skirmish occurred 
between the troops and Indians in the W het­ 
stone mountains last night.

ALASKA. 
Affairs In the Sur North. 
F o rt V;rangel, March 29,b.—The mail 
steamer Eureka arrived here to-day, after 
mtkiug a voyage all through soutr-(-as:ern 
Alaska. She landed men and material twenty 
miles north of Capa Fox to build a salmon 
cannery, and also landed a large gang of men 
aud material at Chilliest riv6r to build a 
very hrc* cannery. There will be a very 
large business doDe this year in Alaska’ in 
canning salmon, 
Tc8 mines at Harrisburg are be$iuñing to 
look np. The steamer landed several miners 
there this tiip. Mike Bowers and his gang 
are working íq tho Treadwell claim on 
, D rucia» Island, aud took out §1,500 last 
I week. 
Sitka is completely deserted, about every­ 
body having gone to the Harrisburg mines. 
The United States steamer Adams will 
leave Sitka next month for Harrisburg. 
Everybody has got the gold fever. Fifteen 
miners start for the headwaters of the Yukon 
river, by the way of Chillicot, on the 1st of 
April. It has been a very open winter, and 
the snow is disappearing fast. 
The citizens of Fort Wrsngel are very in­ 
dignant at the Rev. S. Hall Young, who, in 
writing an article for the Presbyterian Home 
Missionary, calls the Catholic priest a Rom- 
i-h nuisance. Mr. Young is very much dis­ 
liked by the citizens of Alaska, for he is al­ 
ways getting the different tribes of Indians 
into trouble with each other. Last month 
there was some trouble between the Takon 
tribe and the Wrangel tribe, and through the 
meddlesome interference of Mr. Young came 
vary near terminating in seriou» trouble ; but 
the Deputy Collector, Mr. Oskford, and Mr. 
Buch got things fixed up satisfactory to all 
parties. The citizens of Fort Wrangel would 
feel vsry- much relieved if Mr. Young and 
his family were removed thence. 
News resched Fort Wrangel last week 
from Cordever Bay of the drowning of Mr. 
Purdy, with another white man and one In­ 
dian. Mr. Purdy was the trader for the 
Northwest Trading Company at Cordever 
Bay. He was out tn a sail-boat with another 
white man and two Indians. The biat cap­ 
sized and all were drowned but one Indian. 
Purdy was a young man, liked by all who 
knew him. Be leaves a wife in the Eastern 
States. 
All the Caesiar miners left last W6ek on the 
ice.Wrangel citizens are going for Captain 
Carroll’s scalp, for they blame him for burst­ 
ing up their Cnstom-hous?, although there is 
nothing there for a Custom-house officer to do. 
_ P. D. Campbell left Junean February 7th, 
in company with two miners, for tho purpose 
of hunting deer on Admiralty Island. On 
the morning of the 15th he left tie camp 
alone, for the purpose of hunting. As he 
did not return by the morning of the 16 ;h, 
h¡3 companions became uneasy for hiB wel­ 
fare, and a vigorous search was made for 
him ; but without avail. They returned to 
Junean and reported his loss. Two scouting 
parties were immediately formed for tho pur­ 
pose of a search. After sixteen days they 
returned without finding any traces of him. 
On the night of the 15th quite a heavy snow 
fell, obliterating all traces of the cpurse 
taken when he left camp. Fears are enter­ 
tained that he has met foul play at the hands 
of the Indian», as on the grounds where he 
was supposed to have gone it would be impos­ 
, sible for him to lose his way. He was a ua- 
' tive of Canada.

TEE 
DUKES 
CASE 
AND 
SYSTEM. 
THE 
JURY 


Under our jury system there is no 
personal responsibility for a verdict. 
The* 
gravest of all our public charges is commit­ 
ted to a body of men from whose decision, 
when it is for the defendant, there is no 
effective appeal. 
Tha law of a case may 
be reviewed, even the verdict of fact, but 
it cannot, in such cases, be Bet aside. These 
considerations have, in the light of the 
Dukes case, caused much comment. 
Here 
was a man clearly guilty of m urder ; he 
had noteven a grain of publio sympathy ; 
he violated the sacred laws of hospitality ; 
openly and faleely boasted that he had 
seduced the daughter of his host, wrote an 
insolent letter describing his crime to her 
father, charging her with being a wanton 
and advising him to criminally avoid his 
child's shame. 
H e refused to repair the 
wrong he was guilty of by traducing the 
girl, and when the parent called on him 
in his anger and his agony, unarm ed and 
defenseless, he shot him down. 
A jury 
found him not guilty. 
Even the Judge 
from the bench felt called upon to express 
his feelings of horror at the verdict, and to 
rebuke the jurors. 
The community iu 
which these twelve reside refuses to coun­ 
tenance them, avoids and Bhames them in 
the street, and has driven the defendant 
w ith loathing and indignities from its 
midst. 
The Legislature of the State has 
taken notice of the case and expressed its 
abhorrence of the man and his crime. 
Both defendant and jurors are to-day out­ 
casts, and despised of all men. 
This is 
probably the strongest case of the abuse of 
tHfc juror’s privilege on record. 
I t brings 
out from a number of leading Eastern 
journals the expression that the criminal 
law system should be radically reformed. 
If, say they, the verdict is against th*e de­ 
fendant, on the merest technicality he may 
appeal, and so jealous is the law of the 
life and liberty of the citizen th at for any 
m aterial irregularity a new trial will be 
granted him. 
W hy not then, when a ver­ 
dict is plainly wrong, permit the Ssate to 
appeal and secure the award of a new trial ? 
So staid a journal as the St. Lonis Globe- 
Democrat is found, for these reasons, 
warmly advocating the abandonment of the 
principle of the law on which is based the 
declaration th at no man shall be a second 
titile placed in jeopardy for the same of­ 
fense. T hat declaration was reached in the 
evolution of civilization, just as was that 
other, th at the jury shall be the sole judge 
of the facts, and the Court of the law. To 
abandon either now will be to read the les­ 
sons of wisdom backward, and return to 
the era when the accused had not even the 
right to appear by counsel; when the jury 
was composed of witnesses ; when there 
was no process for the summoning of w it­ 
nesses, and to the more remote time when 
jurors were fined by the Court or otherwise 
punished if their verdict did not meet the 
views of the Judges, as was done in the 
case of WiUiam Penn, in 1670, who being 
declared not guilty of crime in “ preach­ 
ing in the streets,” the jurors were fined 
40 marks each and sent to Newgate. 
On 
the appeal of th at case the decision was re­ 
versed, and the great principle of the law 


Hon. Campbell W allace is the senior 
member of the Georgia Railroad Commis­ 
sion.

vidual

only 
one railroad 
or 
simply a navigable water course. 
The 
shipper, on his part, must be content with 
the advantages and disadvantages of his 
commercial location. If a man voluntarily 
builds his house on the top ol a hill, he 
must-make up his mind when he goes from 
home to have the inconvenience and labor 
of climbiDg that hill when he returns. 
If 
a man raises his bale of cotton ten miles or 
tw enty miles from a railroad station, or 
cultivates his land on the banks of a navi­ 
gable river, or on a line of railroad without 
competition, he can neither expect nor 
rightfully demand as low a rate of freight 
as the man with all the advantages of com- 
pstition accruing to him by a multiplicity 
of means of transportation.” 


ANOTHER 
BUBBLE 
PRICKED. 


Mr. G. Griffiths, of Peniyn, the well- 
known granite-worker and quarry propri­ 
etor, says th at it is error to suppose the 
granite-workers and proprietors of Rock­ 
lin or Penryn have any complaint to make 
concerning the freight rate for granite 
from the quarries to Maro Island. 
They 
do not think there is any unjust discrimi­ 
nation whatever. 
They declare that the 
man Spaulding, who filed the complaint 
before the Railroad Commissioners, in no 
sense represents them, and has no connec­ 
tion with the quarriee. 
I t appears that 
Spaulding is a sore-headed would-be con­ 
tractor, who was ruled out of the competi­ 
tion for furnishing granite to the Navy 
Y ard authorities because he is n otaquarry 
proprietor, as is required by the W ashing­ 
ton departm ent all bidders must be— 
the purpose being to shut out mere specu­ 
lating middlemen. 
Mr. Griffiths himself 
went to San Francisco and 
protested 
against Spaulding’s 
complaint, and he 
promised Mr. Griffiths to withdraw it, as 
it was calculated to place the granite men 
in an improper light before the people. 
They had procured special rates, which 
were satisfactory to them in every respect, 
and by which they were enabled to pros­ 
ecute their industries at a greater profit. 
They do not thank Spaulding for meddling 
with their affaire. 
Spaulding’s is thus 
shown to be another case of dog-in-the- 
manger sore-headedne8s—another case of 
posing in the attitude of an unfortunate 
victim to railroad oppression. 


IT WILL 
NOT 
DO. 


A member of the State Board of Equali­ 
zation is credited in print with “ a novel,” 
but unquestionably an impracticable plan 
for ascertaining if Assessors assess fairly or 
at cash value. 
I t is proposed by this gen­ 
tleman to compare the expressed consider­ 
ation in the last one hundred deeds re­ 
corded in each county to a given date with 
the asseesed values of the same property as 
listed by the Assessors. 
This looks very 
well on paper, but it will n o t' be ef­ 
fective, for the simple reason that iu 
six cases out of ten the true consideration is 
not expressed, both grantors and grantees 
more often than otherwise agreeing to a 
fictitious amount, or a nominal considera­ 
tion. 
Again, in very many instances only 
“ grants ” are recorded, which express no 
consideration whatever. 
Still again, it is 
not to be taken for granted th at the last 
one hundred transfers to any given date 
will represent the county generally, as the 
majority of them may be from a section of 
low or of high values. 
Lastly, it is well 
known to all real estate dealers and con­ 
veyancers th at very often extremely high 
figures are expressed in a deed, to give the 
property itself or th at adjacent to it a 
“ boom 
and on the other hand low values 
are w ritten in order to depress real estate. 


Thbrb are some people who imagine that the 
movement, now general in this State, to increase 
the license rate for sale of liquors at retail in order 
to restrict somewhat the number of low places that 
shame decent saloon men, is new and original here. 
They forget that the excise laws hare existed in 
New York City twenty years, and no place for sale 
of liquors can be opened or maintained there with­ 
out consent of the Commission, and on fifing a bond 
Missouri has a most stringent restrictive and high 
license law jost passed. Even in Sen Francisco a 
petition is required before a license can issue. The 
movement is by no means new and did not originate 
in this section—in fact Sacramento has lower license 
rates ar.d less restrictive measures than most cities 
of like size in the Uoion. There is no desire here 
to oppress any one, but rather a determination to 
more abreast the spirit of the age. 


Tub new license law passed by the last Legislature 
is a fearfully and wonderfully made “ Act." It is 
about as unfair, discriminating ard burdensome a 
bill as ever came from a legislative body, and we ate 
sincerely glad that no responsibility for it can attach 
save to the dominant party in that body. The 
counties will have to make the best of it, however, 
unjust as it i 
s 
.

F rank B yrne an d H is W ife. 
N ew Y obk, March 29th.—Frank Byrne, 
whom Carey (the informer), in the course cf 
his examination iu Dublin, swore was a mem­ 
ber of the Assassination Society, or Invinci- 
ble3, and whom the British Government vainly 
sought to extradite from France, arrived to­ 
day from Havre by the steamship Ameriqur, 
accompanied by his wife. 
The latter Carey 
also implicated. 
He testified that on one 
occasion she brought to Dnblin from London 
four knives, and that the bad a rifle slung 
around her neck under her cloak. 
Oa an­ 
other occasion, Carey swore, Mrs. Byme 
brought 
another consignment ; of 
arms 
from London, including 4,000 rounds of am­ 
munition. 
When Mrs. Byrne was taken 
from London to Dublin, Carey failed to iden­ 
tify her, and she was released. 
A reporter found Byrne and Mrs. Byrne at 
the residence of the former’s sister, where he 
and bis wife are temporarily stopping. Byrne 
is a man of more than ordinary intelligence, 
good address and well educated. 
He is abcut 
five feet ten inches tal', and of robust phys­ 
ique. 
" I deny anything Carey swore to, so 
far as I aud wife are concerned.” said Byrae. 
111 have not seen f^srey since 1869, and then 
my relations with him were purely sucia', and 
not in any sense political. 
He said I be­ 
longed to the Fenian Brotherhood. This is 
as false as anything else he f wore to. 
I never 
belonged to any secret political organization. 
I have devoted myself exclusively during my 
time in politics to public and constitutional 
agitation. The political organization to which 
I first attached myself when I first went to 
Engknd was the Irish Home Rule Confed­ 
eration. I was Secretary of the organization, 
and subsequently Secretary of the National 
Land League of Great Britain and the Na­ 
tional Land and Labor League of Great 
Britain, and the Irish National League, each 
in the order I name them.” 
“ Are ycu acquainted with Sheridan?” 
“ Well, slightly. After his release from 
Kilmainham, where he was imprisoned as a 
tus pec’, I met him in Dublin while soendiug 
my vacation there. I was introduced to him 
at a meeting of the Ladies’ Land League by 
Miss Fanny Parnell. I had already known 
of him by repute, bnt I had never seen him 
until introduced to him.” 
“ W hat do you think of Carey’a testimony 
as it related to Sheridan ?” 
“ From all I have been told about Sheri­ 
dan, I do not believe he is capable of allow­ 
ing himself to be connected with an Assassin­ 
ation Society.” 
“ W hat do you think of Number One ?’’ 
“ I believe if the Assassination Society ex­ 
isted as described, Carey was the organizer, 
and the so-called ‘ Number One ’ waB a myth. 
When Carey, the Town Councilor, testified 
on February 17th for tbe Crown, he Btated 
that he only concluded to become an infot mer 
two days previously. Now the warrant for 
my arrest was dated one day before the date 
on which Carey swore that he had made up 
his mind to become a witness for the prose­ 
cution.” 
Byrne intends to reside permanently in 
America. Mrs. Byrne is well posted in Irish 
politics. 
Her departure for Paris from 
London, after being released in Dublir, when 
Carey failed to identify her, was precipitated 
by a report which came to her privately from 
Dublin Castle that she was to be rearrested. 
Her departure to meet her husband in Paris 
was hastened so sho was compelled to leave 
her three children behind her in the care of 
his sister. 
Byrne and his wifowere called on by many 
friends, and Byrne visited Sheridan. 
Two 
detectives, one English and the other French, 
were passengers on the Amerique, and haii 
Byrne and h¡3 wife under surveillence until 
their anival here. Byms is probably being 
shadowed by them now, 
He dees not favor 
the attempt to blow up the London public 
buildings, 
C o n k lin s an d H is S iste r ., 
N ew Y obk, March 29 .h.—George Conk- 
ling and his sister, Mrs. Ufcler, expect to 
start for Reno, Nev., to-night. The §550 in 
coíd, which Mrs. Uhler gave to Dr. Amidon 
far safekeeping on the night of the shooting, 
hasnotbeen returned to her. I t isin possession 
of a lawyer named Bennot, and Mrs. Uhler’s 
counsel say they will begin summary pro­ 
ceedings for its recovery this morning. 
Be­ 
ing interviewed on Conkling’a discharge, As­ 
sistant District Attorney Alien said :

It is rumored

Governor Cleveland, and Judge Smith’s re­ 
moval demanded. 
C on k ling Not Oat o f the W oods Yet. 
N ew Y ork, March 29;h.—The Grand Jury 
to-day began an investigation of the case of 
George W. Conkling, Jr., who shot and 
killed W ilbur H. Haverstick, and he will 
probably be indicted and rearresiei. Re­ 
corder Smith, addreiBing the Grand Jury, 
instructed them to investigate the case, aDd 
said Police Justice Smith had exceeded his 
powers in assuming to decide that the homi­ 
cide was justifiable. His actioD, tbe Recorder 
said, does not stop the Grand Jury from in­ 
dicting Conkling. 
T he Star R ou te T rial. 
W ashington, March 29;h.—In the star 
route caee the Smith & Jones memorandum 
war produced, and Dorsey said positively : 
I never gave that paper to Rerdell at any 
time, or in any place, or for any purpose, or 
to any human being in the world. I am 
speaking of the paper as an entirety. I gave 
the items in the tirst part of the paper to 
Wilbur F. Kellogg (his bookkeeper) to make 
the entrieB on the 19th of May, 1879. W it­ 
ness then explained the nature of the items, 
saying they included §39,000 to Peck and 
§10,000 to John Dorsey. 
Witness said he 
kept no account of the money received frcm 
the Government. The sums were placed to 
his credit, and would be shown by his bank­ 
book. He said he never had a conversation with 
Rerdell about the Smith & JoDes memoran­ 
dum. I t was not given to him (Rerde'l), but 
to Kellogg. That is, the upper par'. Among 
many entries in his book, seid witness, pos­ 
sibly one was entered under the head of 
Samuel Jones, but even if there wa*, it was 
not connected in any way with the mail busi­ 
ness. There was no Wm. Smith. When 
Rerdell came over to New York he brought 
only the route book. The Chamberlain con­ 
ference with Brady was on purely political 
matters, Brady beicg Chairman cf the Indi­ 
ana State Committee. Mail matters were 
not mentioned. 
Rsrdell’s statement that 
witness had prepared a tabulated statement, 
setting out euma purporting to be allowed to 
T. J. B., was absolutely false. 
Witness con­ 
tinued on the stand till adjournment. 
He 
mnde specific denials of various points in 
Rtrdeli’s testimony, and Ingersoll offered to 
place in evidence a large number of checks 
and other documents, which the Government 
counsel declined. 


End of th e H ite L ibel S a lt. 
L ouisville (K y), March 29ih.—The libel 
suit of George B. Hite and wife against the 
Courier-Journal, for the publication of state­ 
ments relating to an alleged liaison between 
Mrs. Hite and tbe late Jesse James, which 
has been on trial here for ten days, came to a 
conclusion this evening, the jury finding for 
the defendant. 
The amount sued for was 
§25,000. A series cf questions were submit­ 
ted to the jury, which were answered in sub­ 
stance a3 follows; Mrs. Hite had been in 
love with and had a liaison with Jease 
Jam es; that she bad deserted her husband; 
that she had correepohded clandestinely with 
a young man in tbe neighborhood ; that the 
Jesee James liaison had caused disaffection in 
the Hite family ; that Mrs. Hite swore out a 
warrant against Wood Hite, her stepson, 
charging him with killing the negro Turner, 
becacss Hite caught him carrying notes from 
Mrs. Hite to the young man ; that the publi­ 
cation in the Courier-Journal was substan­ 
tially tru e; that it was not made with mali­ 
cious intent to slander and injure; that there 
were rumors in the neighborhood affecting 
Mrs. H its’s character for chastity and virtue, 
aud that defendant had reason to believe 
them true. 
B ad for th e B oys. 
N ew Y ork, March 29,h.—The Patereon 
silk manufacturers are giving considerable at­ 
tention to the probable effect on their busi­ 
ness of the new law which goes into effect on 
the 24th of next month, prohibiting the em­ 
ployment of persons under 14 years of age. It 
is now estimated that it will throw out of 
work between 2.000 and 3,000 persons.

LOST 
CHILD. 


A Fate Worse than Abduction—How Pa­ 
rents. by a Lack of Precaution and Care, 
Are Responsible for the Death of Their 
C hildren. 
[Caeiden (Me.) Herald.] 
The moral and legal responsibility of pa­ 
tents, in the care of their children is, for­ 
tunately, attracting tbe so-ricua attention of 
the better portion of tha entire country. The 
many instances of child-beating, oppression, 
and other forms of cruelty which have come 
to light, demand that eomeihingbedone; and 
it ia gratifying to know that the people are 
becoming thoroughly aroused. 
Whether the 
cruelty be in the form of physical violence or 
physical neglect matters not—the principle in 
both cases is the same. 
The man or wctnan 
who neglects his or her own health may be 
pardoned, as the consequences fall upon the 
individual alone; but the parent or guardian 
who permits tho inroads of disease upon the 
ianoceat ones dependent upon him for pro­ 
tection, is criminally liable in the sight of 
God, however he may appear in the eyes of 
men. 
There are, however, parentB that in­ 
tend to care for their children, but, who 
through careleearess or the urgency cf other 
duties, permit them to become the innocent 
victims of disease. 
Such parents may be 
guiltless of intentional wrong, but tha disas­ 
trous results upon their children are just as 
great. 
These are truths which must be manifest 
to every worthy parent, and especially ia a 
vicinity where the unknown effects of the 
atmosphere, the Water and the general tend­ 
ency to malaria are so great.

LOCAL JNTELUGENCE. 


A n th ra cite Coal in Ca lifo r n ia.—S. H. 
Pugh,"of Brighton, yesterday presented to 
this office a specimen of what appears to be 
a very fine quality of anthracite coal, and 
which was recently discovered in the mount­ 
ains of this State. I t was discovered by a 
couple of gentlemen while quail-r.hooling, and 
sent to Mr. Pugh. The locality of the find 
is thui far not given. 
They state that 
there ara two ledges, which crop out of the 
ground, both of about the same quality, one 
being about four and the other two feet in 
thickness. 
They also found, they state in 
the letter, a ndlo of nearly pure copper, 
which has so little of foreign unbalance in it, 
that it would not break, but could easily be 
cut with a knifa. Mr. Pugh states that the 
gentlemen who report the discoveries to 
him are 
thoroughly 
reliable men, and 
their 
statements can be 
implicitly be­ 
lieved. 
The specimen of coal was Bhown 
to several gentlemen in the city yesterday, 
and they agree that it is fir enparior to any 
coal thns far fouod in the State or vicinity, 
and strongly resembles in appearance the an­ 
thracite coal of Pennsylvania. I t is evidently 
harder than the Lykens Valley, or what is 
known as the red-ash, and is probably nearer 
the Cumberland, or white-ash coal, in hard­ 
ness. 
The hardness of the coal and color of 
the ashea it will prodnce when burned, is 
easily determined by those familiar with an­ 
thracite, as the hardness is generally in pro­ 
portion to the glaze seen upon the broken sur­ 
face, and this kind generally gives white 
ashes; while the softer the coal the duller 
will be the appearance, and the softness is 
indicated by the degrae of dnllnei s and free­ 
dom from glaze. The latter generally pro­ 
duces red ashes, and burns more freely and 
rapidly. 
Should the coal just discovered in 
this State, and which will Boon be locateiand 
brought to public notice, be of the quality 
presumed from the specimens presented, and 
be accessible to railroad or water transporta­ 
tion, and the veins be of sufficient thickness 
to be worked profitably, it will prove of great 
value, not only to the owners of the mine, 
but also, commercially, to the people of the 
State. The copper mentioned is also, if of 
the purity described, au interesting matter 
for investigation. 


G oing to B e D isch a r g ed.—This after­ 
noon Sergeant Barwick will leave for Benicia 
to receive his discharge. 
His second term 
of service will expire to-morrow. The terms 
of enlistment are for five years, and the Ser­ 
geant now closes his tenth year in the Signal 
Service Department. He will immediately 
re-enlist, and on April 10th, at which time 
his leave of absence expires, will return to 
this city. The Sergeant will visit a cousin in 
Santg Boaa, whom ho has not seen in twenty- 
fiv !^:.ur?, after which he will make his first 
visit to the metropolis of the Pacific. Two 
years ago he was Bent trom Alpena, Michi­ 
gan, to take charge of the weather here. A 
week ago there was some talk in this valley of 
getting up a petition to the War Department 
to have the Sergeant removed from the ser­ 
vice, on the ground that he did not supply 
sufficient rain. 
The arrival a few days ago 
from Washington of an assistant was prob­ 
ably the only thing that prevented the pro­ 
ject being carried out. Toe assistant appears 
to have brought matters out all straight, and 
having shown his ability to manage the 
weather he will be left in charge of the office 
during Barwick’s ten days’ absence. This 
announcement is made so that the public 
may know to whom the condition of the 
weather will be due for the next leu days. 
A t the present time the people are willing to 
overlook Barwick’s recent shortcomings, on 
account of previous valuable service, and 
Borne even go so far now as to express the 
hope that ha may be retained in the Sacra­ 
mento office.

An order for the arrest 
of the boy to prevent his being taken beyond 
the jurisdiction of the Court, pcnrlcnte lilc, 
was also issued. 
Deputy Sheriff Tim. Lee 
went to Wheatland and made the arrest and 
Berved the writ of habeas corpus. The youth 
was taken before Judge Armstrong yesterday 
od a return of ihe warrant of arrest, and was 
remanded to the custody of the Sheriff until 
Saturday, when the habeas corpus will be 
heard. 
I t is claimed that the boy has been 
working for Mr. Webster for three years, and 
that he refuses to pay him or to let him leave 
his service.

M etropolitan T heater.—About fourteen 
years ago J ob. Proctor produced with great 
success at the old Metropolitan Theater in 
this city, a melodrama entitled “ The Red 
Pccketbook,” It was its first presentation cn 
the coast. Last night the Haverly California 
Theater Company reproduced the piece with 
good success at the new Metropolitan. Tnere 
was a fair audience in the boxes, and a large 
one in the galleries. Although the play is in 
six acts, and is of the most melodramatic or­ 
der, with a plot as intricate and deep 
as the planetary system, and although 
it is 
full 
of 
bloody deeds 
and 
suf­ 
fering and injustice, and blasted hopea, 
and numerous other miseries, it has the qual­ 
ity of maintaining the interest, and bolds the 
audience to the last fall of the curtaiu. Tha 
four leading characters are in good hands, 
and are personated with an intensity and depth 
of feeling that atones for tha extravagant 
sensationalism of the play to a great extent. 
Some of the scenery ¡3 fine, especially the 
ocean scene with the rolling clouds, the view 
on the desert, the diorama of the distant 
moving caravan, etc. The shipwreck scene 
is well put on, but the auditor cannot help 
marveling at the capacity of so email a ship 
to carry so large a company. If the machin­ 
ist had built it beyond the wings on either 
side, it would have been wonderfully realistic, 
for in that case the correct size of the vessel 
would be assumed by the spectator. But 
evea as it is, it is a good piece of stage mech­ 
anism. 
The play is well mounted and cos­ 
tumed throughout, and the support to the 
leading characters sufficient. The same piece 
will be played to-night. I t had a long “ run ” 
in San Francisco, and judging from the man­ 
ner in which it was received last night it will 
be well patronized here. 


T h e R a in-Storm.—There was bat little rain 
fell at this place during the day yesterday, 
but about midnight of the night before there 
was a heavy shower. A t sunset it appeared 
that the etorm was past, but a short time be­ 
fore 12 o’clock last night it began raining 
again, although it was light and appeared to 
be but a passing shower. Daring the twenty- 
four hours preceding 8 o’clock last evening, 
more or lesa rain fell at all the Signal Service 
stations on the Pacific. The rainfall at this 
place for tbe storm up to last evening was 
3.17 inches, being tbe same for the month, 
aud 14 06 inches for the soaBon, which is but 
.01 of an inch behind the rainfall at the 
same time last season. The storm has 
been 
general 
throughout 
the 
State, 
and the prospects ora now good for a fair 
harvest. The ground is wet to a depth of 
from twelve to eighteen inches, and all those 
who were plowing their summer-fallow, and 
were compelled to stop on account of the dry­ 
ness of the soil, can now continue. 
The 
rainfall for the storm at tho various Signal 
Service stations on the coast, up to 8 o’clock 
last evening, was as follows : Olympia, 2.70 
inches ; Portland, 6.05 inches; Roseburg, 
1.45 inches ; Red Bluff, 2 57 inches ; Sacra­ 
mento, 3.17 inches; San Francisco, 2 70 
inches ; Visalia, 3.42 inches ; Los Angeles, 
1.55 inches ; San Diego, 1.25 inches. There 
has been considerable snow iu the mountain^ 
but not sufficient to interfere with tha run­ 
ning of railroad train?. 


T h e D oomed H urtado.— J o s . Hurtado, 
when told yesterday morning by Jailer New- 
bert of the decision of the Supreme Court-af­ 
firming the judgment of tbe lower Court, 
expressed no word or sign of surprise, bnt 
was as ccol and composed as ha has been 
through alt the proceedings of the trial. For 
some time the prisoner has been in very poor 
health from disease of the lungs. .He has 
been allowed some privileges around the jail 
heretofore which will now be deniel him. 
His wife was much better last evening, and 
it is thought will speedily recover from the 
prostration caused by the announcement of 
the decision of the Supreme Court. She hae 
not been to visit her husband for over a 
month, the prisoner having requested her 
not to do so, as it only disturbed him more.
